A
hearing to consider the classification of
this service as conpetitive and other rate
design matters has been scheduled in the

Virginia 23219, on May 4, 1999. Centel is
to file any direct testinony and any
exhibits it considers necessary to support
its proposal on or before March 31, 1999.

On or before April 16, 1999, any person
who expects to submt evidence, cross-
exam ne W tnesses, or otherw se participate
in the proceeding as a protestant, pursuant
to SCC Rule 4:6, shall file an original and
fifteen (15) copies of a notice of protest
as described in SCC Rule 5:16(a) with the
Clerk of the Comm ssion at the address set
forth bel ow and serve a copy on C. Steve
Parrott, 1411 Capital Boul evard, Wake
Forest, North Carolina 27587-5900.

Any protestant shall file on or before
April 16, 1999, an original and fifteen (15)
copies of a protest, together with direct
testinony and exhibits, with the derk of
the State Corporation Comm ssion at the
address listed bel ow and si nul taneously
serve a copy thereof upon the Conpany and
upon any ot her protestant. The protest
shall set forth (i) a precise statenent of
the interest of the protestant in the
proceeding; (ii) a full and clear statenent
of the facts which the protestant is
prepared to prove by conpetent evidence; and
(1i1) a statement of the specific relief
sought and the legal basis therefore.

Any person wishing to submt witten
coments about the proposed classifications
shoul d direct those cormments to Joel H

Directory Assistance Service. The Conm ssion also finds that
the parties and Staff should be permtted to address other rate
desi gn issues as necessary in this case.

| T 1S THEREFORE ORDERED THAT:

(1) Centel shall forthwith cause a copy of the anended
notice as set out above to be sent by first-class mail to al
affected parties, to include interexchange carriers and
provi ders of conpetitive |local exchange services as identified
in the Comm ssion's Order of February 19, 1999.

(2) Centel shall respond to witten interrogatories or

data requests within ten (10) days after receipt of sane.
